en de oorlogs brik Hercules bevonden, kwam 
onlangs voor deze reede en bleef aldaar gedu- 
rende vier dagen af en aan liggen. 
Men ver- 


wachte in het algemeen dat zy 
cene landing 


zouden ondernemen, waarom een ieder dan onk 
met gretigheid gereed was om hun meteen har. 
telyk welkom te ontvangen, doch wat ook de 
reden hiervan zy, iy verdwenen oit het gezigt 
en zakten benedenswinds af, waarschynelyk om 
hon geluk op de eene of andere gedeelte van de 
kost van Coro te beproeven. De meerdere magt 
in alle rigliitgen verspreid, stelt ons volkomen 
veilig tegen alle ¡vyandelyke aanvallen, waar 
men dezelven onk zoude mogen beproeven.

gewapende schoener Conejo is door den Coluin- 
biaanschenkaper V. nccdor van het eskader af 
gesneden, en deszelfs kapitein en ekwipagie zyn 
thans alhier in veilige bewaring gebragl."

Extract of a letter dated La Guayra I7lh No- 


vember, 1821. 


" A Spanish ;q ladrón, composed cf nine ves- 


sels, among which were the frigate Ligera and 
brig of wir Hercules, appeared off this port, 
and kept plying off and on for four days. 
It 


was generally expected ihey would have at- 
tempted 
to effect a landing ; ber.ee all hands 


wer» anxiously waiting lo give them a hearty 
welcome; but be the reason what it may, they 
disappeared, and proceeded to leeward, probably 
to try their luck on some pari of the coast of 
Coro. 
Tire massy force which we have scatter- 


ed in all directions, renders our situation, how- 
ever, perfectly safe 'wherever an attack may be 
ventured by the enemy. 
The armed schooner 


Conejo was cat off from the squadron by the 
Cnlumhitn privateer Vencedor, the captain and 
crew of which are now safely lodged in this 
place " 
A letter from Puerto Cabello, dated Monday 
last, says—" Nothing cf moment has transpired 
since you left. 
A French brig of war has come 
in with a schooner under convoy, to join the 
corvette and brig from Martinique. 
The brig 
of war touched at La Guayra, and left the Spa 
nish squadron off the place : next day heard a 
cannonading. 
The privateer schooner that sail 
ed from here for Porto Rico was taken twenty- 
feor hours out by a Patriot brig." 


By the arrival» from St. Thomas this week, 


we learn that the American squadron, so anxi- 
nus'y 
louked for in these seas, had arrived at 


St. Bartholomews. It is reported 
lo consist of 
five 
vessel», *\z. »|oop of war 
Hornet, brig» 
Spark and Enterprise, and schooner, Porpois, 
Shark, and Grampus. 
A brigand two of the 


schooners are staled to have subseqaently arriv- 
ed at St. Croix ; and it was reported in St. Tho 
mas that the brig had gone 
out in chase of a 


vessel under Spanish colours. 


A letter dated St Thomas 14th instant says, 
that the object of the British sloop of war Fal- 
mouth in going to Puerto Cabello, was to claim 
the English cutter Ardent, captured some time 
ago by the Spaniards, and condemned in Puer- 
to Cabello. It was understood that she would 
be given up. 


Another letter of the same date says.—" A 


vessel from Boston arrived here on the lllh, 
twilve days passage, and brings accounts from 
England to the sth October, which state that 
Russia bad declared war against the Turks." 


His Majesty's brig Swallow, capt. De Jonge, 


sailed yesterday afternoon on a cruize. 


The British packet Manchester, arrived at 


St. Thomas on the 12th instant wiih the second 
September mail.

Sir —The essay which appeared in your last 


Sumber is rather a specimen of elegant com- 
position, than what it was generally expected 
to be, a refutation to the " Native of Curasao." 
In sooth, Mr. Editor, the more we compaie ihe 
two pieces together, ihe more we are convinced 
of the little analogy there is between ihem.— 
" The Friend of Man," on entering upon hi» 
subject, seems to have dipped his pen into the 
ink of Lethe, and forgetting the real object of 
bis comments, starts wildly ihlo other particu- 
lars, far different from those under review, and 
attempts to prove that the emigration ha* been 
highly beneficial lo this island, as though the 
subject had been disputed before ; and perorates 
still more wildly, with arraigning the want of 
hospitality towards the emigrants who took shel- 
ter here. 


Now, Sir, it had been my intention to with 


draw from the scene of action, as after having 
stated facts which speak for themselves, and 
which no prismatic eloquence can destroy, nolh 
ing more remained to be said on thi» head ; but 
as it were unjustly deserting the cause we have 
espoused— our country's cause— by silently pass 
ing over the opinion of strangers, peihaps, who 
know not the locality of the place, it may not 
be (amiss, "for the sake ofperspicuity," to con- 
tradict what has been advanced with respect to 
the emigration. 


The emigration, 
so far from having been 


beneficial, has been very baleful to the general 
mass io this island. 
Even allowing that it did 


at first sight introduce a free circulation of me- 
talics, and thereby rendered the means of sub- 
sistence more visible to os; still, it created at 
the same lime an intolerable scarcity of every 
article of food throughout tbe island, and pro- 
duced a material revolution in ihe domestic 
economy ; indeed with the exception of a very 
few, very few comparatively, whose situation in 
life enabled them to caunterbalance the effects 
ef this scarcity, by means of commercial and 
local advantages, the middle and lira poorest 
class which constitute the generality of the in 
habitants, and whose fale is the real standard 
whereby the happinea» or the misfortune of a 
country 
is tested, have been pining away for 


Want of every necessary—and like Tantalus, g» 
zed with greedy eyes on that with which it was 
out of their power to provide themselve». 


The second far fetched objection is the want 


of hospitality towards the homeless fugitives, 
which, howerer, needs no reply, as it in an in- 
controvertiblefact that the emigrants have been 
received and treated here with becoming 
de- 


corum; and if even it ba urged, thai the Cu- 
rasao people chiefly lean towards ihe South 
American cause, slill this proves by no mean» 
that their hearts have been callón» to the fate 
of Ihe sufferers. 
But the " Friend of Man" 


seems to insinuate, that 
while the emigrants 


resided 
onder our roofs 
no 
animadversions 


should have been made against the illegal car- 
ryings on oftheir privaie>-rs : 
Admirable logic, 


to be sure : but he could more judiciously have 
stated, that while they resided among us, and 
enjoyed the most unbounded benefits of protec 
tion and hospitality, they might have prevented, 
and many among them h«d the power to pre- 
vent, the injuries done to this colony,from which, 
too, they 
derived all the necessary resource: 


for'their forces on the Main 
More: he tells 


us, we should not remonstrate for the offences 
" againstthe subjects of that nation,with whom 
we are on friendly terms" and against whom, 
then, would he have us remonstrate? against 
the Turks or the Greeks? 
This is, indeed, 


altogether a new theory in politics, which will 
appear ridiculous even in the eyes of those 
whose favor it is intended to court. 


The " Friend of Man" rages also becaose the 


distresses of this island have been introduced as 
akin to the circumstances of the emigration. 
He tells us " Curacao is barren," as though we 
had not piedicated our original remarks on this 
very basis. 
But how unnaturally he speculates, 


ulien he cannot trace the immediate connection 
of a cause with its effects, and conceive that 
from the one the other» naturally fl>w. _ The 
evils of the prevailing drought grew heavier on 
the head of the middle and the poorer class, in 
proportion at an cncrease of mouths rendered 
the dearth of e*ery article of food more great 
and sensible. 
We deny not that the drought 


would h«ve existed, with or without the emigra- 
tion, bul thi» much we affirm, that in the latter 
case, it» effect» would have been less seriously 
felt by the majority of the inhabitants. 
The 


emigration was, as il 
weie. the avant coureur 


to ihe new system of piracy, whereby the wheel» 


>.f our navigation 
were obstructed 
in their 


course, and our seafaring citizens, for a time, 
destitude of their scanty fare. 


But 
Mr. Editor, as it wis not my purpose to 


engage in 
a political disquisition, for which I 


am not qualified, but merely to slate facts, the 
import-tit tendency whereof comes home to the 
heart of all who are therein concerned, I will 
now take my leave upon this topic, and like 
Cincinnatus of old, after having performed the 
task of a virtuous citizen, quit the füld for other 
more pleasing avocations, to re-appeal hut when 
duty lids again.

Smith; the 
schr. Milo, uf Bristol ; and the Collector, of 
Rhode Island ; by a launch fined out at Ma- 
tanzas, and manned by 
1 Portuguese, 6 Sp* 


niaids, and 2 Englishmen. 
These 9 villains 


"killed the captain and two men of the schr. 
and then ordered her to the northward ; mur- 
dered all the crew of the brig, and openedtheir 
entrails, hanged them by the ribs to the mast, 
and afterwards setfire to the vessel, and all 
were consumed ! ! 
The sloop waa more fortu- 


nate ; the 
pítales contented themselves with 


severely beating the crew and plundering her 
of the most valuable articles on board; they 
then collected the combustible» and set ihem 
on fire, and left her, hoping,as in the oate of ihe 
brig, lo consume vessel and crew together ; but 
these laat fortunately had strength sufficient to 
take to her long boat, and have safely got back 
to Matanzas. 
On their arrival they applied 


to the governor for protection; and after »ome 
delay, he allowed the Americans in the place to 
arm in pursuit of the pirates.

set out in quest of them, and, after a cruise of 
36 hour», have ju«t returned without success." 


P E RNA MBUCO. —Letters have beenreceiv- 


ed at Baltimore, and al Philadelphia, from Per- 
nambuco, dated the ljlh and 16th September, 
which concur io stating, that the patriots, from 
9 to 12,000 strong, were in hourly expectation 
of entering that place. They were in full march, 
and only 9 miles distant from the city on the 
16th ; and the collector had fled for refuge on 
board a vessel lying in the harbor.

the 1 1th eSptember, the latest paper in town., 
that ihe rise in the price of wheat in Mark-lane 
on that ¿ay wa» only (wo shillings a quarter ; 
and the Editor plainly intimates, that specula- 
tors would no doubt take advantage of the un- 
favorable 
state of the weather " for housing 


grain, in raise the price of lhat article." It 
certainly does not appear, that there has been 
a " total failure" of the harvest. 
By the returns 


from 
all parts of the kingdom, the reverse of 


this seem» to have been the case. 
The appre- 


hensions arose from 
a prevalence of wet wea- 


ther, which may not have proved so fatal to the 
grain already cut, and in the field, as to justify 
the advance that has taken place among us.— 
At least, we ought to wait till wereceive farther 
accounts, and 
not involve ourselves in ruinous 


speculations. 
We should also recollect, that 


the harvest has terminated favourably on the 
continent cf Europe, where Great Britain can 
receive supplies with greater facility than from 
this countty ; and that even a partial failure of 
the crops in fngland, will not avail us, unless 
the 
ports are opent d ; an event which will as- 


suredly 
not take place unless grain reaches a 


much higher price than is quoted in tbelast sc- 
counts. 


It is a remarkable fart, that many of the fruit 


trees on Long Island, thai were nearly stripped 
of iheir fiuit by the gale on the 3d ult. are now 
in blossom ; that is, the blossoms appear on the 
limb» on the south side of the tree, and some 
of the fruit that was left still remaining on the 
north side. 
It is reported that an English vessel, from 


Jamaica having on board a company of perfor- 
mer», with their musicians and instruments, in 
passing the west end of Cuba, was approached 
by a 
piratical cruizer, whereupon the 
band 


struck up a martial tune in the loudest style— 
and the bucanniers immediately tacked ship and 
fled, apparently 
supposing they 
were gelling 


alongside of a vessel of war and exposing their 
necks to the halter ihey meiiled.

Extract fiom an Ordinance of the King of ihe 


Neiheiland» for a new system of direct and 
indirect imposts, dated 11th July, 1821. 
Art. I From ar.d after the year 1822, the sys- 


tem of imposts of the kingdom shall be estab- 
lished in the manner explained in the following 
article : 


Art. 11. With regard 
to the duty of foreign 


tonnage, care shall be taken thai the maximum 
do not exceed ihtee fourths of ihe present duty; 
in respect to foreign vessels, regard shall at all 
times be had to the manner in which our ves- 
sels are treated in other nalians as lo the ana- 
logous duties, in otder that their vessels may 
be ir-aied as the vessel» ol the Netherlands are 
treated, or that the principle» of reciprocity, or 
nf repiisals, may be applied to them, according 
to circumstances.

naval commandant, who is upwards uf sixty 
years of age. 


The orators of the Club Fontana d' Or have 
justpublicly denounced the Infant Don Carlos, 
as being at ihe head ofan extentive conspiracy, 
which has for its object, the re-establishment of 
ihe monarchical government, which, say they, 
is supported, not only by the Spaniards of the 
royal party, but by tbe afrancesados and the 
Americans.
